Policing the Olympics 


he Atlanta public transit system ran a bit smoother 

during the Summer Olympic Games due in part to 

the efforts of five members of the BART Police 
Department. 

At the request of Metropolitan Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Authority (MARTA), BART provided officers to augment 
the transit system’s police force. Sgt. Mark Howard and 
officers Les Scanlan, Mike Davis, Michael Cain and Sunny 
Marks went to Atlanta to help assure a steady operation for 
the thousands of international visitors attending the 
Olympic Games. 

MARTA had asked several transit agencies for assis- 
tance, but BART was the only one to respond. “With our 
experience in electric third rail transit,” noted Sgt. Mark 
Howard, “we knew the routine, plus it was interesting to 
see how another transit system operates.” 

MARTA placed the BART team at its busiest downtown 
hub, known as the “Five Points” transfer station. Similar to 
BART stations in downtown Oakland, approximately 
500,000 riders go through Five Points each day, said Mark. 
“We were stationed on the platform to watch for anything 
that could breach security and safety.” 

The BART crew made the only pick-pocket arrest during 
the Olympics, noted Mark. While there were bomb threats 
to MARTA “daily,” he said, the BART officers were not 
asked to assist in the investigation of the Centennial 
Olympic Park bombing incident.

Keith Bernard, Bill Stokes Named to APTA Hall of Fame 


wo former BART General Managers have been 

named to the American Public Transit Association’s 

Hall of Fame. The honor has been extended to B.R. 
(Bill) Stokes, who served as General Manager from 1958 to 
1963; and to the late Keith Bernard, who served as General 
Manager from 1979 to 1989. 

Induction into the APTA Hall of Fame is reserved for 
transit professionals “whose great leadership, unparalleled 
knowledge and devotion to transit make them true leaders 
of the industry,” according to APTA. 

Bill became BART's first employee in 1958, when he was 
named Director of Information following a career in news- 
paper journalism. He moved up the ranks quickly, becom- 
ing Assistant General Manager in 1961 and General 
Manager in 1963. Known as BART’s “chief architect, Bill 
directed the planning, design, construction and initial 
operation of BART’s 81-mile rail transit system. 

Following his service to BART, Bill was the founding 
Executive Vice President of APTA, and worked for ATE 
Management and Service Company from 1980 through his 
retirement in 1995 as National Sales Director. Among 
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accomplishments, Bill was Director General for the Saudi 
Arabian Public Transport Company, where he initiated 
public transport services in seven cities and intercity ser- 
vice between four cities. 


s general manager during the 1980s, Keith Bernard 

directed and managed BART's operating, con- 

struction and business affairs, and was directly 
responsible for representing BART in relations with gov- 
ernment agencies, regulatory bodies and other transit 
agencies. 

Among accomplishments, Keith led BART’s recovery 
from the January 1979 fire in the Transbay Tube; spear- 
headed an industry safety program providing for peer 
group safety reviews; reorganized BART to be market-dri- 
ven; developed a participative management structure; 
launched a $500 million capital improvement program and 
initiated the Extensions Program. 

“Keith set very high standards for all those who worked 
at BART, which he met himself,” noted Mike Healy, 
Department Manager of Media & Public Affairs. b

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Mel Brooks Chases World Record in Senior Olympics 


s a teenager and young adult, System Service 

Worker Melvin Brooks competed in track and 

field. Marriage and family caused him to set aside 
his love for running, and he didn’t find time to take up the 
sport again until 1983, when he joined the Masters Seniors 
West Valley Track Club in San Jose. 

Though Mel joined the track club to get into shape and 
pursue running as a hobby, “I was motivated to complete 
after attending a Masters indoor track meet,” he said. “I 
watched the other runners, and said to myself, ‘I can do 
that again.” 

Today, at age 55, he is just an eye-blink away from 
earning a world record. In October, he ran in qualifying 
heats in Las Vegas for the 1997 National Senior Olympic 
Games, which will be held next Summer in Tucson, 
Arizona. He placed first in his two specialties—the 200- 
and 400-meter races—clocking 24.7 in the 200 and 56 flat in 
the 400. 

For his age group (55-59), the world record for the 200- 
meter is 23.6 and was set in 1973; the record for the 400- 
meter is 52.5. When he ran at the College of Sequoia in 
Visalia, his best times then were 23.5 for the 200 and 50.7 
for the 400. 

“Td like to shoot for breaking the record in both 
events,” Mel says, “but I’m going to have to work a little 
harder to beat the record in the 400.” 

Mel's regimen includes three afternoons a week on the

“It helps 
me keep a competitive edge.” 

Mel considers himself a master at motivation, and 
knows he will slow as the years pass. But for now, he is 
among the top runners in the nation in his age category 
and is chasing a world record. “It would be an honor,” he 
says, “to go down in history.” 

With this past year having seen the U.S. host the 
Olympic Games in Atlanta, Mel recalls the Winter Olympic 
Games held in Squaw Valley in 1960 with pride. He car- 
ried the Olympic Torch through his home town of Merced, 
as it made its journey up the Sierras to Lake Tahoe. 

Mel lives in Crockett with his wife, Jane, and their 16- 
year-old daughter, Malvina, who hasn’t taken up her 
father’s running hobby. “She’s more of a bookworm, and 
has been on the Honor Roll three times,” Mel boasts. She 
is planning a career in juvenile counseling, he says. 

Mel has two older sons, Clarence Moore, a Richmond 
police officer, and Clifford Brooks, a maintenance worker 
in Oakland. Mel recently became a grandfather by his 
eldest, Clifford, and hopes to someday run with Clifford 
Jr., who is now four months old. “We’ll wait until he’s a 
little older to get him to start running,” jokes Mel. b

Growth on the outbound labrynth seal area had to be sand- 
ed, or ground by hand, to secure proper clearance. Such 
growth was caused by pressing the gear box on and off of 
the axles. William Stimmerman suggested machining the 
quill prior to installation in the gear box to ensure proper 
clearance. This eliminated the need to first assemble the gear 
box, then remove it to grind the quill to fit. William received 
an efficiency savings award of $1,362.34. 


Charles Beebe 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Keeping electrical contacts clean is a very delicate operation. 
Charles Beebe suggested using a nylon brush to clean the 
electrical coupler face plates on revenue vehicles. The slight- 
ly coarse quills remove dust and dirt as the brush polishes 
without causing harm to the plastic insulation surrounding 
the contact pins. Charles received an efficiency savings 
award of $150.00.

Clerical Foreperson I, Telecommunications: 


Information on new hires, transfers and retirements is con- 
stantly changing, making it difficult for operators to locate 
BART employees by telephone. Elsie Hsieh suggested 
putting the BART phone book on line by creating database 
software and programming linkage to make sure the 
Information Center has the most current information.
